The Massachusetts Board minutes state 
“The Student Council or senate together 
with the administrators of the college 
should seek to make available to the 
student body the opportunity to express 
their choice on how best to expend the 
money.”

The Student 
Council together with the president should 
make the final determination of how this 
money is to be spent.

Carpeted lounge to go

A compromise plan, approved last 
summer between students and administra- 
tion, will allow doing away-with the student 
carpeted lounge, and 800 square feet of the 
game room. 


Work is in progress and was started in 
late December, during semester break. 

The plan was approved by Dean of 
Students Churchill Stafford; Ronald Se- 
vigny building superintendent; and Safety 
Inspector John Blight. The current plan is 
an alternative of a 1976-77 plan which 
proposed to move the entire game room to 
the bookstore area, and to utilize the entire 
carpeted area and game room for offices. 


A high ranking school official surveyed 
the lounge for several months and said he 
felt the lounge was always in the dark, had 
four or five students routinely sleeping 
there, and was a general flop house. 


Much debate and pressure from a special 
student Ad Hoc committe got the plan 
changed in the students favor. Minutes 
from a student council meeting, on July 13, 
1977, showed if construction was done, 
space for the Drop In Center (DIC), 
Women’s Center (WC), Student Govern- 
ment, game room, and handicapped and 
health services must be secured for the 
students. These were respected in the 
present sk, for the student center.

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State bu: ret funds and contracts have 
alloted $5,( 0 and all the materials for the 
entire package deal. Joseph Brown. NECC 
Comptroller, said CETA personnel have 
been given work on the project, and other 
campus projects, as well as, ground crew 
men when they are free from other tasks. 

Student Activities Director Rick Nastri 
stopped surplus funds in the activities 
budget, being eyeballed by officials, from 
being gobbled up by the new project. 

It was an administrative decision said 
Stafford. But the Ad Hoc committee, 
spearheaded by former NECC . student 
Bverett Boynton forced the compromise by 
speaking out not to allow one inch of the 
center to be used for administrative 
purposes. 

The final decision to utilize any campus 
space lies with President John Dimitry said 
Stafford. 


Stafford wished to have all student 
activities in the game/lounge room area. 
Space will now be alloted for Financial Aid, 
V.A.Affairs, and Health Services; all will 
eventually move over from the gym area. 
John Blight is now holding up the Health 
Services phase of the project’ because of 
insufficient plumbing plans. : 


MBRCC adopts NECC’s 
_ policies on handicapped 


The Massachusetts Board of Regional 
Community Colleges (MBRCC) voted to 
adopt a policy of non-discrimination 
toward the handicapped at its December 
meeting. 

John R. Dimitry, President of NECC, 

_was quick to praise the efforts of Rubin 
Russeli, NECC's Director of Handicapped 
Services. Dimitry said, “the policy 
adopted by the MBRCC is virtually- the 
same as the one that has been operational 
at NECC since 1973.” He further stated 
the MBRCC’s policy was taken almost 
verbatim from recontmendations made by 
Russell which had been forwarded to the 
board for consideration by Dimitry.

MWegal Parking 

All vehicles parded as follows will be 
subject to enforcement regulations for 
illegal parking: 

Withing 20 feet of an intersecting way; 
within 10 feet of a fire hydrant; in an 
appropriate area so as to straddle parking 
lines. 

Speed Limit 

The speed limit on campus is 20 miles 
per hour. Carlson emphasizes “all vehicles 
must be operated with care and speed 
must further reduce to conform with 
hazardous road conditions, such as snow 
or icy roadways when they exist.

can happen to any of us at any time.. Even 
the most experienced woodsman can 
become confused for any number of 
reasons.There may be a severe storm that 
came up suddenly. A hunter following 
game may forget to notice landmarks. 
There are even places in New Hampshire 
where a compass is useless due to the large 
amounts of iron in the mountain cliffs. 
Many lost persons fail to return alive, 
usually for one. of three reasons: A) 


ignorance, B) foolishness, C) fear. Often 


the first brings about the last resulting in 
doing the second action. Knowing what to 
do, before it happens, can be the difference 
between life and death - literally. This is 
the purpose and intent of this article. 
Naturally space does not permit writing a 
complete survival manual. However some 
of the advice given here may not be in most 
manuals. 

The first thing to do when you realize 
you are lost is to STOP. Don’t do another 
thing, stop right where you are, and sit 
down. Now, how long ago did you 
remember your surroundings? Was it an 
hour ago, ten minutes ago, early this 
morming? What do you recall seeing last 
that was familiar? 

Can you remember which direction you 
were coming from? If you can, the problem 
is simplified immensely. Even if you 
haven't the least idea of where you are or 
where you were coming from, all is not lost. 

Once you have decided that getting back 
is not possible, at least momentarily, check 
the area. Look for a well-sheltered spot. 
This could be a group of trees, (never a 
single tree) a large pile of rocks, some thick 
bushes, a snow bank, or even a cave. 
Gather up as much dry material as you can, 
such as dry brush, pine needles, leaves, or 
even bark. Spread this material on the floor 
of the sheltered area about four or five 
inches thick. If there is not enough 
material to cover the entire floor to that 
thickness, make an area at least wide and 
long enough to lie on, as far back into the 
shelter as possible. If night is coming on, 
craw] inside trying no to bring in too much 
wetness or snow; lie down and rest. If you 
fall asleep, so what? Hopefully you hadn't 
been working yourself to exhaustion. 
Therefore, if you start getting chilly, you 
will wake up if only to tum over on the 
other side. 

Some outdoor survival guides tell you 
that the best way to stay alive is to walk 
around a tree all night. That is a lot of 
malarkey. Walking, whether around a tree 
orin a straight line, all night long will make 
a person so tired by morning that he or she 
will not be able to continue. Whoever does 
this might even fall into a neverending 
sleep of total exhaustion. Why waste 
energy walking, when that same energy can 
be used to create body heat? As mentioned

feel cold. Go outside the shelter, move 
about until the blood starts circulating, 
then go back in and lie down again for a 
while. Before you know it, it will be 
daylight. 

When daylight comes, you can start 
trying to find your way out of the woods. If 
you are lost in one of the New khgland 
states, with the possible exception of parts 
of Maine, you will come out to some road, 
highway or river. If a road or highway, 9 
following it will eventually lead to either a 
settlement or at least a road sign telling 
how far off the next settlement is. If it is a 
river that is met, follow the current and 
quite likely this will bring one to safety. 

Sufficient food can be found regardless 
of what season it might be. However it is 
unlikely that you will need to worry about 
more than a couple of days supply at most. 
Since most people seem to become lost 
during two particular times of the year, 
namely while summer camping and deer 
hunting or skiing during winter snows, we 
will mention briefly a few edibles of that 
time. 

Summer is a time of plenty. Such weeds 
as plantain, dock, clover, dandelion, and 
lamb’s quarter are edible, either cooked or 
raw, especially if the plant is young. 
Readily available are strawbervies, rasp- 
berries, checkerberries, goosebermies, wild 
grapes, hickory nuts, walnuts and beech 
nuts. Sweet fern roots are a_ potato 
substitute, as are cattail roots, likewise, 
arrowhead roots. 

Safety pins, paper clips, even nails make 
good fish hooks. 

Although it is not very sporting, fish can 
be obtained by bombarding them with 
boulders while in shallow water. If you are 
lost and hungry, what the heck do you care 
about sportsmanship? All you are going to 
give a dang about is filling your belly. 

Winter presents a little different prolem, 
but there is still food to be had. Birch bark 
and leaves make a nourishing tea when 
steeped in boiling water. The inner bark of 
this same tree can be cooked as a spaghetti 
substitute or even chewed raw. Rose hips, 
the plant’s seed-filled “fruit” is a highly 
concentrated source of Vitamin C. 

A belt snare, or even a shoestring one, 
can catch a small animal such as rabbit or 
chipmunk. Perhaps a crude bow and 
pointed-stick arrows can be made. A big 


Don’t seek firewood on the ground; look 
for it in the trees.The first few branches of 
large trees are often dead, dry and easily 
broken off. They burn well also. Fire can 
be started by using a bow and dmill or a 
magnifying glass (or any comparable 
substitute.) _ 

Don’t panic and do something foolish 
out of blind fear. Just calm down and pull- 
yourself together, it is nowhere near as 
horrible as first believed.

Following is the new MBRCC policy: 
General Policy 

It is our policy not to discriminate on 
the basis on handicap status in our 
educational-employment program and 
activities. 

It is also our policy to promote the 
realization of equal opportunity for the 
handicapped through a positive continuing 
program of specific practices designed to 
ensure the full realization of equal 
opportunity. - 

To make this policy effective, and to 
ensure compliance with Section 504 of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973, we have 
developed an Equal Opportunity Program 
which includes the foilowing elements: 
Responsibility for Implementation 

Each college, including the board office, 
shall designate an individual who shall be 
responsible for administration and imple- 

-mentation of our Equal Opportunity 
Program for the handicapped. 

In carrying out his-her responsibilities 
under this policy, the individual may 
exercise, subject to approval of his-her 
chief executive - officer, all authority 
necessary to implement relevant provi- 
sions of Section 504, Rehabilitation Act of 
1973. 

Adoption of Grievance Procedure 

To provide prompt and _ equitable 
resolution of grievances brought by 
handicapped employees and _ students, 
each college shall designate its Affirma- 
tive Action-Equal Opportunity Grievance 
Procedure as the appropriate resolution 
mechanism. 

It is also the responsibility of all persons 
making employment-admissions decisions 
with respect to recruitment, evaluation, 
selection, promotion, compensation, tra- 
ining, termination and other matters to 
ensure that our policy and program is 
adhered to and that no person is 
discriminated against because of handicap 
status. _ 

Policy Dissemination 

To assure that all members of the staff 

are cognizant of our equal opportunity 


policy and their individual responsibilities — 


in carrying it out, efforts should be made 
to disseminate the policy as widely as 
possible. Such dissemination would 
include statements in admission and 
employment. applications, posted state- 
ments throughout the institutions and 
statements in all contracts including but 
not limité@to union contracts. 
Physical Accessibility 

Every effort should be made to make all 
campus facilities accessible to handicap 
individuals by June, 1980. This endeavor 
should be accomplished by using ramps, 
widening doorways, providing accessible 
bathrooms and facilities, enclosing bridges 
and walkways between buildings, reserv- 
‘ed parking for HP and V plated cars, 
providing brailled labels on elevators and 
by providing volume controls on tele- 
phones designated for Handicapped 
individuals, and such other modifications 
as are necessary to ensure full 
participation of all handicapped persons.

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Academic Adjustment 

Community Colleges are required to 
make such adjustments as are necessary 
to insure that academic requirements do 
not discriminate or have the effect of 
diseriminating on the basis of handicap 
status, against qualified handicapped 
student applicants. Rules may not be 
imposed which have the effect of limiting 
the participation of handicapped students, 
e.g. tape recorders or guide dogs may not 
be prohibited.

An auto roars down the road and with a 
earsplitting crash, crumples into a tree. 
Speed Kills. “Speed” also kills subtly, 
almost invisibly through amphetamine 
abuse. 

The cycle has begun. It will take more 
pills as time passes to restrict the appetite. 
Many people taking amphetamines do not 
realize the danger that can lie in diet pills 
or speed as they are sometimes called, 
according to Dr. Stanley Hnstein, author o 
“Dangers of Drugs”. 

The biggest danger lies in the fact tha 
speed has a large tolerance over a short) 
period of time. The more you take, the 
more you need. Speed is legally prescribed 
by the hundreds of millions each year in the 
United States. They are not as physically 
addicting as other drugs, but die the most 
psychologically addicting. Psychologiealf 
and physical dependence is dangerous. 

Although amphetamines do suppress the 
appetite, its adverse reactions on the mind 
and body need some thought. The serious 
effects of EXCESSIVE use include depres- 
sion, headaches, imitability, dizziness, 
palpitations, panic, confusion and abdom- 
inal cramps. Outbursts and irrational 
behavior are common in long-term users. 
Use of diet pills for longer than a year can 
cause liver damage, Dr. Hnstein said. 
Amphetamines particularly have an effect 
on the cerebral cortex, and this affects 


inside bodily functions, greatly increasing 
the heart rate and constricting the blood™ 
‘vessels, : 

Surely, then, dieting becomes contradic- 
tory. Trying to improve the outward 
appearance is fine; if done without causing 
havoc to a person’s system. 

Therefore, there must be an easier way. 
Start off by walking away from the 
refrigerator. Keep busy. Correct dieting 
means restrictions, but rapid movement 
away from the table isa good tool. Hat only 
when hungry.Diet experts said Americans 
tend to eat automatically. Most overweight 
persons do not eat a great amount, the 

, problem lies in what they eat. “Weight 
Watchers”, “Tops”, any of various weight} 
organizations offer help. Well-balanced 
nutritious diets are healthier for body and 
mind. i 

Remember, ‘Speed. kills!”The American 
Medical Association said there are more 
high-dose amphetamines users in large 
cities than heroin addicts.

“You Hroneous Zones” said “before loving

From then on it was 
really a matter of trial and error. She recalls 
her first creation with a smile, a pair of 
earrings which she now classifies as 
“terrible”. :

She works mostly with 
turquoise, coral and other semi-precious 
stones. 

Her husband, Reginald Toshach &., 
Deputy Chief of the Haverhill fire dept. not 
only shares her interest, but works along 
with her.
